Returning to San Francisco, Mark 
Twain did fugitive work, in the form 
of San Francisco letters, for a paper 
alled the Daily Hawaiian Herald, which 
Colonel. Ayres, one of the founders of 
the Call, had started. The Herald an. 
nounced this new attraction in terms 
which may well be contrasted with 
those of larger publications in wider 
parishes since: 


‘“Sam Clemens ‘Mark Twain’ 
which is merely his nom de plume—has 
been by us advised to correspond with 
the Herald in his vivid and gossiping 
stvle. We shall expeet letters from him 
soon, and as our people are aware of the 
vim and -ptingency of his pen we look 
forwatd to an interesting addition of 
the latest news to our columns.’’ 


In the next edition the editor said: 


‘«We have just been reading over Sam 
Clemen’s last letter, and in the follow- 
ing incident he blunders on so much 
truth that we have a notion to counter- 
mand our order to communicate with 
us. Speaking of photographs, he says 
that they are all false, and feelingly re 
marks: ‘No photograph was ever yet 
good of anybody—hunger and thirst and 
utter wretchedness overtake the outlaw 
who invented it. It transforms into des- 
peradoes the meekest of men; depicts 
sinless innocence on the pictured faces 
of ruffians; gives the wise man the stu- 
pid leer of a fool and the fool the ex- 
pression of more than earthly wisdom. 
If a man tries to look serious when he 
sits for his picture the photographer 
makes him as solemn as an owl; if he 
smiles, the photograph smirks repulsive 
ly; if he tries to look pleasant, the pho 
tograph looks silly; if he makes the 
fatal mistake of trying to seem pehsive, 
the camera will surely write him down 
an ass. The sun never looks through a 
photographer's instrument that it does 
not print a lie. The piece of glass it 
prints on is well named a ‘‘negative’’— 
a contradiction—a misrepresentation—a 
fulschood. I speak feelingly of this 
matter because by turns the instrument

RAILROAD SUPERSTITIONS 


HE superstitions of mariners are as 
old as the sea. Those of the land 
sailors, the railroad men, date 

back only a few years. They are new 
in their application, but of immemorial 
age as to their origin. It makes the 
average railroader indignant if he 1s 
asked if he has any special credulity or 
prejudice. He is sure to answer no; 
but he is almost equally certain to tell 
you of some one he knows in some en 
gine or train crew who curries some 
fetish of my Lady Luek, or who believes 
in the occult influence of trivial things. 

Thirteen has been an ominous number 
for years. There is not an engine num 
bered thirteen on any railroad in the 
United States. No locomotive works in 
America will put the finishing touches 
/on ap engine or complete it entirely on 
a Friday or the thirteenth of the month. 
Even on rush orders the great machines 
have to be made ready for delivery 
some other day.

Bven if an 
anginger is not superstitions about 
there is a good and practical reason f 
it. An engineer always climbs aboard 
on the right hand side of his lotomotive, 
The chances are that he has an ofl ean 
or & wrench in his left hand, and his 
right instinctively eatches hold of the 
grab iron on that side to lift himself 
up. The right foot follows as a matter 
of course, 


An engineer, however, almost alwa: 
gets off by the left side of his eab, 
especially when he gets down to oil or 
tinker with hip engine. There is a 
practical reason for this also, The en- 
gineer carries his tools in his left hand 
when he is climbing down the . 
Therefore, the left A the handiest side 
to leave by. It is held to be a sure sign 
of aecident if an engineer happéne to 
get down by the steps on his side of the 
cab. In fact, about the only ‘time he 
does so is when a wreck is imminent, 
and, after reversing and setting the 
brakes, he swings himself to the nnd. 
Thatis why, in all probability, this be- 
lief has become so firmly established. 

Superstitions about stumbling are not 
confined to those who ride on the en- 
gines. Tf any yard or train hand stubs 
his toe in crossing the track, he is sure 
to turn about and step high ovér the 
rail so as to obviate any future ill-lnek. 
This is specially the case when he trips 
over a switch frog. 


The supersitions that railroad men, 
especially engineers, have about the 
moon, doubtless have some connection 
with the fact that they fear moonlight 
nights more than any others; the shad 
ows then are so deceptive. The darker 
the night, the clearer the signals shine. 
It is a universal custom among engin 
eers to be careful to get their first 
glimpse of the new moon over their 
right shoulder, no matter where they 
may be. By some it is considered luck- 
ier still to see the new moon dead ahead 
along the track. When the new moon 
appears on Friday there is more than or 
dinary necessity for being cautious. 

There are unlucky months as well as 
unlucky days, railroad men firmly be 
lieve September is the unlucky month. 
It is a matter of record that there are 
more accidents during that month than 
in any other of the year. No one knows 
why. 

Engineers, as a class, carry pocket 
pieces—queer coins, stones, or some 
thing they consider lucky. To lose one 
of these talismans is such a calamity 
that many an engineer has skipped a 
run rather than go out in the face of 
such a warning. 

Curiously enough, dreams do not fig- 
ure to any appreciable extent among 
the superstitions of the railroad. There 
are few well authenticated cases where 
a dream has presaged disaster either to 
the individual railway man or to the

Nothing stands abasiately still 
The great sport of trotting and the vast 
breeding industry upon which it ‘dé 
pends, in spite of panies, hostile legis 
tion and other drawbacks, has shown a 
steady ahd persistent growth. Great 
stock farms havé ceased to be, but, like 
magic, dthets have taken their .plate, 
Even seetions once famous the world 
over a8 great norseries for trotters have 
passed away. Even towns and counties 
once celebrated as centres of equine de 
velopment have gone into other pur 
mie but the stock was not lost, it has 
simply gone to other and more favorable 
localities where the surroundin were 
more adapted for progress and devalop 
ment. In Kentucky historie Woodburn 
and Glenview are but glorious memories, 
but Walnut Hall and Patchen Wilkes 
Farm have taken their place. Mag 
nificent Palo Alto is no longer the pala 
tial home of equine kings, queens and 
champions, but the sons and daughters 
their descendants 
are scattered through a hundred breed 
ing farms and doing better work than 
Palo Alto could possibly do. Stony Ford 
and famous Orange County, N-Y., the 
birthplace and cradle of the American 
trotter, is no longér a breeding centre 
on the map, but the descendants of the 
horses bred there can be found in every 
section of the continent. 

The great breeaing business has be 
come to a large extent decentralized, 
and while there are a few big farms 
left, the vast majority of our trotters 
and pacers today are sie pon by the 
small breeders. Instead of going to the 
extreme west or the extreme east for 
foundation stock, it is now found in the 
great central and middle western states, 
and it is the hundreds of small stock 
farms which supply the constantly in 
creasing demand for the trotter. With 
the vast increase of small stock farms 
tbere naturally grew a local interest in 
trotting sport; every owner of a trot 
ting stallion was a missionary, and as 
sociations grew and multiphed. The 
opening up of Oklahoma and otber sec 
tions of the southwest stimulated both 
breeding and sport, and now there are 
high class breeding farms and strong 
trotting associations where a few years 
ago the Indians had their pony races 


|In the great new northwest of Canada, 
|to which thousands of American fyrin 


ers have gone, new trotting tracks are 
springing up each season and prosperous 


| towns are growing in what was former

Sundl was by Blectioneer, dam Waxana, 
by Genéral Benton, wis the two-year 
old champion with the record of 2.18, 
and she made good as a three-year-old 
when she won the Teeny | cham 
pionship in 2.10%, At thie time the 
four-year-olds did not show up well, for 
the champion records were 2.16, held 
jointly by Manzanita, by Electioneer, 
dam Mayflower, by St. Clair, and Bdge 
mark, by Victor Bismark, dam Edge 
water Belle, by Edgewater. The fast 
est five year-old was the famous Jay 
Eyé-See, with a record of 2.10%. All 
thege records look slow to the reader 
of today, yet twenty years ago they 
were looked upon by many good judges 
as close to the limits of light harness 
speed, and a mile in two minutes was 
looked upon by the majority of practi 
cal. horsemen as an idle and_ foolish 
dream. New York was then on the trot 
ting map and gave a amall spring meet 
ing and a big meeting in the autumn 
lt is worthy of note that in these days 
when trainers grumble at getting their 
charges ready by the beginning of July, 
that this meeting began on May 22, and 
that the purses were $500 each. Stan 
ford won the 3.00 trot in straight heats, 
best time 2.3614, and later in the week 
the 2.45 class in a race of five heats, 
best time 2.30. The fastest heat of the 
week was in the 2.25 pace, and that was 
won in 2.221%, The meeting in Septem- 
ber was a memorable one and several 
very notable horses won races. That 
royz] young campaigner, Prince Regent, 
won the $5,000 purse for the 2.30 class 
in a hotly contested race of seven heats. 
In the seven heats he was three times 
second and his winning time was 2.2314, 
2.26, 2.29. This time looks slow to us 
now, yet it was a great race and won 
by a great horse. Another celebrated 
horse which won at that meeting was 
Ital Pointer, who in a race of five heats 
won the last three in 2.20%, 2.2114 and 
2.24. The famous Harry Wilkes, for a 
match for $5,000, defeated Gean Smith. 
That same year, October 11, there was 
a match of $5,000 between Belle Ham- 
Jin and Harry Wilkes, which drew a 
crowd of eight thousand people to old 
Fleetwood Park, and the mare won in 
2.16% and 2.19%. That season, 1889, 
witnessed the coming to the front of 
those celebrated stallions, Aleyon and 
Nelson, the former winning the Charter 
Oaks $10,000 purse, and the latter the 
$10,000 purse for stallions. But it is 
not the pprpose of this article to go into 
details of that vear, but to rely on the 
general figures already given as to the 
volume of sport of that year. We will 
now take the jump to 1909 and see what 
the Year Book tells us as to the progress 
of the sport, for figures are more elo 
quent than words.

silver veing on a tiny storm 
swept island in Lake Superior. The ore 
was worked, and in the course of a year 
or #0 thé inland proved itself to be one 
of the richest silver mines in the world, 
Owing, however, to the smallness of its 
size a few years’ working sufficed to 
strip the island of its treasures, and 
like others in Canada, and other parts of 


the world, its name and fame are now 
alike alin forgotten. Only a few 
ramshackle, déserted buildings—rising 


tly out of the waters of the lake 
remain as evidence of the ar: AE 
isidustry once carried on there. r ar- 
ticle is compiled from a paper read at a 
meeting of the American Institute of 
Minin ba fag (held in Montreal in 
1879) by Mr. Thomas Macfarlane, then 
of Actonvale, Quebec, and now of Port 
Arthnr. : 

Silver Islet was discovered in 1868, 
during an explorin and prospectin 
trip, carried out along: the coast o 
Thunder Bay, a huge sweep of Lake 
Superior, in which Port Arthur and Fort 
William are now situated. Mr. Macfar 
lane had ordered his party to make a 
geological map of a certain location, in 
the course of which the surveying of the 
shore line took place, While planting 
pickets on the many islands fronting the 
shore, they noticed a tiny island, which 
was subsequently to become famous. 
Some of the galena was blasted out, 
and nnggets of metallic silver were 
found elose to the water’s edge, while 
the vein, which was of extraordinary 
richness, was observed to run out un 
der the water. The island upon which 
these discoveries were made was sitiat 
ed about three parte of a mile from the 
main land, and measured He pare 90 
feet each way, rising about 8 feet at its 
highest level, above the level of the 
lake. 

The metallic minerals of the vers 
which oceurred in the island were silver, 
silver glance, tetrahedrite, domevkite, 
galena, blende, iron and copper pytites, 
cobalt bloom, and nickel green. The 
two latter substances seem to be oxida 
tion products of a peculiar mineral 
which contained, besides small nug 
gets and graina of pure metallic silver, 
thin plates and grains of a sectile min 
eral, baving a reddish-brown enlor, anil 
containing arsenic, cobalt, nickel, and 
silver, in the following quantities: 


Silver 78.34 
Nickel 5.98 
Cobalt : i 2.75 
Arsenic, etc. (difference 12,93 
100 00 
This mineral was named ‘‘Macfar 
lanite.’’ By other experiments as much 


as 93.54 per cent. of silver was obtain 
ed. The work of separating the various 
minerals appears to have been very qi 
eult, and many other experiments as to 
the best way of dealing with the ore 
were carried out. 

The continuation of the Silver Islet 
vein across Burnt Island and on the 
main land was traced, but the greut 
width of the vein on the island had 
shrunk, and the other rich minerals were 
wanting. 

The working of the property was first 
begun by the Montreal Mining Com- 
pany. The excavation of the ore was 
carried out with difficulty, and even 
danger. The summer of 1860 was ex, 
ceodingly stormy, and the island, from 
its position, was exposed to the utmost 
severity of the wind and waves. The 
sinking of a shaft in the centre of the 
island, from which it was intended to 
cross-cut to the vein, was begun, but 


discontinued owing to the influx of 
water. This work was, however, car 
ried out at a later dates In the winter, 
when ice formed around the islet, the| 


excavation of ore was very successful. 
The ice kept the water perfectly still 
and the men worked upon it as on a 
platform. Blasting was carried out 
under water, over about 30 feet of the 
vein. The loose veinstone was then 
picked out of the water by means of 
long tongs, constructed on the spot, 
long handled shovels, and similar means. 
In this way during less than three years 
28,073 lbs. or ore, from whieh $23,115 
worth of silver was extracted, was tak 
en out. 

It had become evident that, owing to 
the gales and high seas that so frequent 
ly disturbed the operations, strong and 
expensive works would be necessary for 
protection. Mr. Macfarlane estimated 
that an expenditure of $50,000 would be 
necessary in this respect. This amount 
the Montreal Mining Company were un 
able to find, and the island was sold, in 
November, 1870, to New York and De 
troit capitalists. The new owners began 
at once to establish a permanent mine 
at Silver Islet. Breakwaters were built 
and part of the vein enclosed by a 
coffer-dam. out of which the water wus 
pumped. Then a considerable amount of 
mining was done, and seventy seven tons 
of ore were shipped before the close of 
navigation. The time devoted to min 
ing had only been four weeks, and the 
sum spent upen the protective works 
had been $80,000. The total value of 
the ore shipped was $91,445, surely a re 
markable return upon the expenditure 
in so short a time. 


During the months of the freeze up 
the experiences of the working party 
were unepviable and unpleasant. To 
wards the end of February several gales 
occurred. The floating broken ice, 
caught on the crests of huge waves, was 
lashed with sucu force against the out 
work as to tear away 240 feet of it. The 
heaviest timber was insufficient to with 
stand the shock of the battering of rag 
ged, knife-sharp ice edges. The extrem) 
ties of large logs were so chafed as tu 
resemble huge booms and bolts, 1% 1» 
to 2%, in. in diameter, Were twisted and 
broken. Then the seas overflowed into 
the cofferdam, and the work of pump 
ing bad to be recommenced. In spite of 
these set-backs, mining was rapidly re 
sumed, and py May |, 1871, an excava 
tion had been made on the rich part of 
the vein enclosed by the coffer-dam. Dur 
img the vear to the close of eae, gion 
over 400 toms of org were shipped, val 
ued at $642,931. The total 
of the island had by this time reached 
577 tons, valued at $763,400, but of this 
amount twe tons had been lost on the 
i bs eastward by the sinking of the

Mining was continued with varying 
success after the close of navigation ip 
187). The, vein was subject to sudden 
changes, both as regards size and rich 
ness. Thus at one time the vein almost 
disa red, but a little perseverance 
disclosed 250 tons of ricb ore, worth $1, 
500 a ton. Between the years 1872 5 the 
output was 996,432 ozs, valued at $1, 
195,718.

In 1875 a stamp mill was built at a 
cost of $90,000 for treating the vein 
stone of inferior quality, which had pre 
viously been Maid aside as too poor for 
shipment. During the eighteen months, 
from May, 1875, to November, 1876 
nearly 542 tons, yielding 226,878 ozs, of 
silver (value $272,249, were obtained ip 
concentrates from 24,446 ‘tons stamped. 

Then came a lean period, during which 
new levels, which had been opened up, 
and much exploration work with dia- 
mond drills had failed to disclose any 
rich ofe, The eonsequen¢es were great 
financial embarrassment and a total ees- 
sation of work during the summer of 
1877. In August, however, work was 
resumed, and by Deeember 23,850 ounces 
of silver had been shipped. Then in 
1878 a bunch of rich ore was struck, 
which in a few months yielded 721,632 
ozs. of silver, a quantity amply suffic- 
ient to rescue the mine from all its 
difficulties, and to provide a reserve or 
working capital of $300,000. By the end 
of 1879 Silver Islet had produced silver 
to the value of $3,000,000. 

Mr. Maefarlane’s paper recorded a 
curious phenomenon, the first instance 
on record of the occurrence of inflam- 
mable gas in a silver mine, and evidence

Soon the puppies will be eating mush 
and milk and some cooked meat or 
puppy cakes made by some standard dog 
food manufacturer. The idea is to 
avoid overfeeding at any one time and 
still get them right up to a keen edge 
at feeding time. Now and then a few 
tib bones for the teeth will be good. 
Dogs’ teeth are made to be used. They 


must have something hard to bite on in| 


order to develop them right. 

Exercise is essential. 
will not let them grofw well after they 
have reached the age where they need 
romping and running to make strong 
feet and legs. Take them for a run 
daily if possible or have a very large 
yard to let them romp in. When they 
are taken out it is a good idea to have 
asmall rifle along and get them into the 
notion of loving a gun I have seen 
puppies that would howl and bark with 
delight when they saw the gun in the 
hands of the master.
